There were few vacations 
excepting Sundays and rainy days, 
and Sundays we had to go to church, 
and on rainy days we oiled the har¬ 
ness In the barn, or sorted potatoes 
In the cellar, or got something ready 
for work when the sun came out. We 
crawled Into bed at night almost too 
tired to wash our bare feet I’m sure 
we should not have done It at all had 
we not feared the dire consequences, 
for mother was a careful housekeeper 
and valued cleanliness, often we 
thought, quite equal to godliness. 

“What are you going to be when you 
grow up?” John asked me one day. 

I knew right away. I was going to 
be a banker like Mr. Chamberlain In 
town. He was well dressed and bad 
beautiful white bands, and the bank 
didn’t open until nine, so It said In 
gold letters on the door, and It closed 
at four. My hands were calloused 
and sunburned, and I had done a half 
day’s work before nine o’clock. 

“He don’t have to work none," I 
said. Ignoring the regulations of Har¬ 
vey’s grammar, “and he has more 
money than any other fellow In town.” 
That was the goal we were all trying 
to reach, leisure and opulence, and I 
was sure It could be found In the 
banking business. 

I did not realize then the advantages 
of the farm with nothing to worry 
about hut the prices—which worry 
won’t change—and the weather— 
which Mark Twain says everyone 
talks about, but nobody does nnythlng 
to improve. We had plenty to eat and 
needed little to wear, and were the 
freest I have ever been then or In the 
years that have followed. 

I’ve learned more about banking 
than I knew In those cullow days. 
My nephew has been at It for a good 
many years, and he’s told me. The 
hours are not so short as I thought, 
for often he has to go down early In 
the morning and stay up late at night. 
There are often serious problems to 
solve that turn one’s hair gray and 
make one’s cheek white as well as 
one’s hands, and the possibility of 
opulence Is often uncertain, he tells 
me. His sleep nt night Is not always 
as refreshing as mine used to be, and 
he works with his brain rather than 
his hands, which Is really much harder.

11 LOW US GOOD ? 
ASK CITIZENS 


4 NNOUNCEMENT 
PARTY TO BE 
HELD TONIGHT 


An announcement party of unusual 
variety will be held at the Congre¬ 
gational church tonight (Friday). 
Like most announcement parties, 
there is a real thrill in stor6 for 
those who attend but unlike most an¬ 
nouncement parties, the whole com¬ 
munity is invited. The party was 
so named by E. E. Bacon, chairman to

C. W. Jones, chairman of the ex¬

“Curfew shall not ring tomgiu, 
sang a poet a good many years ago, 
and the same phrase, with modifica¬ 
tions, is now being repeated in Sier¬ 
ra Madre, but not with the same 
poetic impulse.

with the picture shows and other 
evening entertainments frequented 
by the children of today it is diffi¬ 
cult to say which child should remain 
on the street and which should be 
taken to his home, and the law 
would he just as effective if the 
whistle did not blow, objectors to 
the law point out. 

When the new fire whistle was 
purchased a few years ago the 
school board asked the trustees to 
revive the custom of giving warning 
when 8:30 arrived, so that they 
would stop their play and go at once 
to their homes. The effect however, 
seems to be farther reaching, and 
it may sometimes appear that the 
children are the least disturbed of 
any in the town by the blowing of 
the curfew. 

The blowing of the curfew is es¬ 
pecially annoying, it is claimed, 
during public entertainments and 
meetings. It, coming at a time when

It Is part of 
the optimism of youth to feel that 
time and opportunity lost In the be 
ginning may easily be made up in the 
end, but It Isn't true. There’s noth¬ 
ing like getting off on the right foot.
